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Biologist to lecture on 
engineered food 


John Fagan, an award-winning 
biologist, wiil talk about genetical- 
ly engineered foods Sunday, Nov. 
17 at 1:30 p.m. at the Edmonton 
Inn. Fagan, a PhD in biochemistry 
from Cornell University, has rec- 
eived more than $2.5-million in 
grants from the National Institutes 
of Health to aid his work in identi- 
fying cancer-susceptible genes. 

After Fagan became concerned 
about biotechnology, he returned 
over $1.6-million of the grant 
money. He contends that among 
other problems, soon-to-be intro- 
duced genetically altered soybeans 
have not had adequate safety res- 
earch carried out on them and that 
genetically altered food disrupts 
the natural ecology. 

Fagan will also talk about other 
issues resulting from engineered 
food, such as new toxins and food 
allergies, the spread of dangerous 
diseases between species, and the 
increase of super viruses. 


Edmonton man honored for

Previous awards have gone to Cal- 
gary’s Alan Wiebe, for the design 
of a tool to remove and replace 
turf sweeper rubber fingers, and to 
Vancouver's Yves Potvin who 
developed a line of meatless hot 
dogs, containing no cholesterol, 
and which are Jow in saturated fat 
and have no preservatives. 

The Manning Awards are named 
for the late Ernest Manning, for- 
mer Alberta premier and Canadian 
senator. This year’s recipient of 
the principal award was Tim Coll- 
ings of Burnaby, B.C., who devel- 
oped the controversial V-chip for 
television sets.

have a friend who's being perse- 

cuted. He’s being persecuted not 
because he's gay, has HIV, because 
of his religious persuasion or the 
color of his skin. He’s being perse- 
cuted because he disagrees with the 
university's hiring practices. 

What's at issue here is not hiring 
practices per se, but how this per- 
son is being treated because he 
disagrees with them. 

Let me tell you a bit about this 
person. He was schooled in the 
’60s in the ways of love, peace and 
tolerance. He touted the idea of 
feminism to students well before it 
was the way to go, and bigotry and 
prejudice were his pet peeves, 
causing him to castigate those who 
practised them. 

In fact, let’s face it, this guy was 
and is, if anything, a bit of an ideal- 
ist. He believes people are funda- 
mentally fair and that’s why he 
opposes the affirmative action hir- 
ing practices at the university and 
elsewhere. 

It’s not that he believes women 
or gays or whoever shouldn't be 
hired. He just doesn’t believe they 
should be hired because they’re 
female or gay. As far as he’s con- 
cerned, may the best person win 
and good luck to all. 

But hiring has always been a 
political decision. Used to be that 
to even get an interview you had to 
use your first initial because if they 
knew you were a woman you 
wouldn't make it to the short list. 

Affirmative action seeks to bal- 
ance past injustices. My friend 
understands that, he just doesn’t 
think tipping the scales the other 
way does much more than create 
another form of injustice. For him, 
hiring should seek to be non-politi- 
cal, not just slanted in the other 
direction. 

The fact he holds such an ideal 
speaks of his personal goodness as

well as the ideals he has held for 
so long. He holds these opinions 
not because of some personal 
vendetta against minorities or 
women, but because he believes 
people of all sorts can and should 
be hired regardless of sex or race 
or whatever.

Which makes what’s happening 
to him all the more sad. This per- 
son, who fundamentally believes 
we'll ali do the right thing, hire the 
person best suited to the job, not 
our friend or the person we find 
morally or otherwise more accept- 
able, is being made to feel like 
some sort of monster. 

Maybe it’s a symptom of the 
times. Remember when to be left 
meant to care about others, meant 
tolerance, meant compassion? 
Now it means you agree or you're 
treated like crap. 

Which equates to a fascist men- 
tality with new words inserted. 
The slogans of the left are still 
there, but compassion and toler- 
ance have gone by the boards. 

And that means “left-wing” has 
become the domain of the dogmat- 
ic, the narrow-minded, the indoc- 
trinated. , 

If the people who consider 
themselves left-wing can’t tolerate 
a dissident voice amongst their 
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ranks, they have become every- 
thing they purport to despise. They 
have blinded themselves with self- 
righteousness.

EUGENICS 

SUITS 
PENDING

omewhere, most likely in Alberta, lives a 

barren 45-year-old woman of the Blackfoot 
tribe. She has no children because, at the age 
of 21 in early 1972, she was sterilized by order 
of the Alberta government. Her legacy is to be 
the last person affected by a four-decade-long 
government policy supporting the long-dis- 
credited eugenics movement. Hers was the 
final name on a list of almost 3,000 people ster- 
ilized under the province’s Sexual Sterilization 
Act. 

Between 1928 and 1972, Alberta — 
througtrits-medical institutions — sought to 
end the procreation of those deemed men- 
tally defective. Aboriginal girls as young as 
14, already-infertile Down’s syndrome boys, 
children with cerebral palsy, illiterate immi- 
grants from Eastern Europe and delinquent 
youths from bad homes — these were 
among the more than 2,800 who came under 
the knife. Some were castrated, others were 
given hysterectomies. The objective was to 
cure society’s ills, to end crime and sexual 
immorality. 

Now the long-suppressed history is com- 
ing to light in the courts. Two hundred 
claims for compensation have been filed 
against the provincial government and still 
more are expected. The legal action follows 
the victory of one such victim. It was an un- 
precedented case brought by a now 51-year- 
old woman living in Victoria. 

Leilani Muir was a neglected child who 
spent a decade of her young life in a home 
for mental defectives. And, while she was 
there, at the age of 14, a tubal ligation was 
performed upon her. She understood she 
had been given an appendectomy. It was 
only later, as a married woman unable to 
become pregnant, that she learned the truth. 














In January of this year the courts ruled in 
her favor, awarding her more than half a 
million dollars in compensation. Her legal 
team argued that the policy had been wrong- 
fully applied. The woman was not “a 
moron,” as claimed.’ The government 
acknowledged that it was wrong to have 
sterilized her, admitting liability, but did not 
admit it was wrong in confining her to an 
institution. 

Eugenics was a popular movement in the 
1920s. Its supporters passed legislation in 31 
American states and two provinces in 
Canada — Alberta and British Columbia. 
B.C. sterilized some 400 people — far fewer 
than Alberta. Other parts of the country sup- 
ported the movement, but failed to enact 
new laws. Prominent scientists at McGill 
University in Montreal lobbied extensively 
in support of eugenics. Their efforts to have 
“the feeble-minded” sterilized were blocked 
by that province’s strong Catholic church. 

Alberta’s eugenics campaign included 
some of its foremost political figures. 
Among them were Canada’s most vocal suf- 
fragettes, the same women who fought the 
Supreme Court to have women declared 
“persons” in 1928. The province’s Sexual 
Sterilization Act established a four-person 
panel known as the Eugenics Board. It was 
the board’s job to authorize the sterilization 
of individuals about to be discharged from 
mental hospitals — to eliminate “the danger 
of procreation with its attendant risk of mul- 
tiplication of the evil by transmission of the 
disability to progeny.” 

In its early incarnation, the act required 
parental consent. Later it was ruled unnec- 
essary. Testimony at the Muir case said that 
it was standard procedure for institutional- 
ized boys, upon reaching the age of 12, to 
appear before the board. Vasectomies were 
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scheduled for as little as a week later. In 
some instances, sterilization was a prerequi 
site for admission. In other cases, refusal to 
comply meant that the person was detained 
indefinitely. One woman claims to have 
spent more than 50 years inside rather than 
submit to an operation. 

As Edmonton lawyer Jon Faulds explains, 
“The eugenics movement capitalized on a 
great deal of social unease and discomfort 
about things like employment, crime, immi- 
gration and proposed this very simple solu- 
tion to all of these problems. And that solu- 
tion was summed up in the slogan ‘Sterilize 
the Unfit.” Faulds represented Muir in her 
court case and is lead counsel for more than 
50 of the new lawsuits. 

By the end of the Second World War, 
when the extent of Nazi atrocities had 
became known, North American enthusiasm 
for a better breed of human was quelled. But 
not in Alberta. Canada’s leading expert on 
the mentally disabled and the law teaches at 
the University of Alberta. He was called as 
an expert witness in the successful lawsuit 
brought by Muir. 

As Professor Gerald Robertson says 
today, “I find the most disturbing thing is 
not that the legislation was introduced but 
the fact that it remained in force and very 
much in use until 1972.” 

Even by the late 1930s, scientific research 
and shifting social attitudes had discredited 
most of the eugenics movement’s beliefs. 
Yet support for its tenets continued. Some 
have blamed Alberta’s stubbornness on its 
farm wives. Their zeal appears to have been 
fuelled by a combination of Protestant right- 
eousness and a rural belief that good breed- 
ing would benefit not only livestock but 
humans. 

Certainly members of Alberta’s Eugenics 


Politically Speaking was co-authored 
with Kike Roach, a fellow feminist and 
activist, and is a series of candid conversa- 
tions covering several topics including the 
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Hillcrest Apartments 
in Red Deer, built to 
house staff and later 
a home for clients. On 
our cover is the 
Eugenics Board's 
home, the Michener 
Centre in Red Deer. 


Board believed their work was important: 
even as the provincial government moved to 
repeal the law in 1972, the board pressed on 
with its task, taking no recess from verdicts 
on whether so-called mental defectives 


should be able to reproduce. 

Now the reckoning has begun. Publicity 
surrounding Muir’s case encouraged hun- 
dreds to seek legal advice. To check the 
veracity of potential claimants, lawyers 
need only check the government's own 
records; the Eugenics Board kept good files 
on the targets of their mission. 

The 200 lawsuits are at an early stage in 
the proceedings. Pretrial examinations 
began late last month and are expected to 
take more than a year. The government is 
fighting the prospect of a mass lawsuit and 
has requested that each of the cases be tried 
separately. If the court rules in its favour, it 
will be decades before all the cases have 
been heard. Not to mention the legal cost to 
taxpayers. 

The option to apologize and offer a com- 
pensation package to the victims has been 
ruled out. Instead, the government will be 
fighting to prove that it’s not liable for the 
sins of another earlier era. One of the coun- 
try’s biggest law firms, the Calgary-based 
Macleod Dixon, has been hired to defend 
the government's position. 

Doug Black, lead counsel for the defence, 
says the case will be fought, in part, on the 
grounds that the eugenics policy was consis- 
tent with prevailing social morals. He adds 
that the government, in housing neglected 
children, saved them from “horrendous 
abuse.” 

As he says, “The government provided — 
likely for many of these individuals — the 
only stable, loving environment they ever 
encountered.” e

Of Love and Other Demons 
By Gabriel Garcia Marquez 

Pub. by Penquin; 147 pgs. 





abriel Garcia Maquez’s great gift 

to the world is his propensity 
for absolutely brilliant descriptions 
of decay. He weaves often creative, 
sometimes merely ordinary, historic- 
tales around a termite-ridden, stag- 
geringly humid, mythic Columbia of 
his mind. 

In Of Love and Other Demons 
the setting is a Caribbean coastal 
city inhabited by an upper class of 
Spanish descent, an active 
Catholic diocese with its convents 
and asylums, and a seeming multi- 
tude of black slaves. All is crum- 
bling, thanks either to fate, ill 


health, the collapse of the slave 
trade, or insanity. 

The story and its intent are 
basic. A girl bitten by a dog is later 
found to be rabid and the church 
becomes convinced she needs to 
be exorcised. 

The priest initially sent to do the 
work falls in love with her and 
ends up separated from her, sen- 
tenced to service in a leprosy 
colony. 

It’s a battle between secularism 
and religion, between love of the 
flesh and the love of God. 


Unpredictable style 


But the story jumps from the 
pages, thanks to the characters 
that people Garcia Marquez’s mind 
and the often unpredictable ways 
in which he chooses to describe 
them. 

There is, for instance, the girl’s 
mother, once addicted to sex with

them a space and compromise 
may be the result. Latitude 53 is one 
of the city’s outstanding galleries. 
Work is well displayed and the 
artists selected are diverse and 
important. But the current show, 
Site Markers, suggests it could have 
been even better than it is. Because 
the artists conferred on what pieces 
would be displayed, some important 
works were excluded from the 
show. Their aim, apparently, was to 
make the group show work as a unit. 
Shame it wasn’t a bit more crowded. 

Lyndal Osborne, best known as 
a printmaker, has contributed two 
sculptural pieces. One, titled 
Landmark, is made up of hun- 
dreds of small bundles of dried 
plants. Five metres in length and a 
metre wide, it flows as if caught by 
a wind. The plant colors range 
from light yellow to dark red. 

The second is a collection of 
five bundles of metre-high reeds. 
The piece brings to mind the 
impressive longhouses built by the 
Marsh Arabs of southern Iraq. 

Peter von Tiesenhausen, from 
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Inspired by natural objects, Lyndal Osborne’s Surge (above) 
is a striking installation of string, reeds and steel. 


near Grande Prairie, also draws 
from natural materials. Regrettably 
there’s not enough of his powerful 
work in this show. His one contri- 
bution is a curious mix of the rec- 
ognizable and the foreign. He calls 
it Hemisphere, a two-part installa- 
tion made up of a charcoaled half 
globe built in the form of an igloo 
and a squared ‘painting’ of white 
on charcoaled wood. As an object, 
the globe is pleasing. But the sym- 
bolism is dry and colorless. 

And then there’s one rather 
awful sculpture by Trevor Mercer. 
It’s titled Impelled by rotational 
inertia, spherical symmetry is 
displaced by entropy. The size of a 
small car, it's composed of sad- 


looking branches strung through 
large panels of rubber. Between 
the branches Mercer has stuffed 
bundles of brightly colored plastic. 

But in its very awfulness, 
Mercer's sculpture may have more 
to say than the works of the two 
other artists. Osborne is accom- 
plished and creates delicate and 
pleasing objects. Von Tiesen- 
hausen displays a unique kind of 
craftsmanship. But both of them 
are working on the mythology of 
nature. Like people raised in the 
city but now living on acreages, 
they like the feel and the pretti- 
ness of growing things. Mercer 
has brought ugly back into the ar 


logue.

But it still shows his intense desire 
to explore what drives his charac- 
ters’ actions and his skill in creat- 
ing a setting of decay. 

Of Love and Other Demons is a 
magical tale told by a master story- 
teller and it demands, and 
deserves, our attention. e

ormally, Sheri Harrington thinks the 

Select Bar and Restaurant (10180 - 
101 Ave.) is an ideal place to play jazz. 
That's why the Calgary-based saxophon- 
ist/vocalist is happy to be playing there 
this weekend, Nov. 15 - 16, to promote her 
newly-released CD Somewhat Jazz. 

She's a little disappointed, however, 
she can’t bring her 17 friends. Five of 
the songs on the album were done with 
a big band, and Harrington’s CD release 
party last weekend at Calgary’s Westin 
Hotel started with a quartet and con- 
cluded with a lengthy set by the 18- 
piece. 

“We brought in just under 600 people 
and a lot of them danced,” she said 
Tuesday, of the Calgary party. 

The Select performance will be con- 
siderably more low-key. Harrington will 
bring along regular stand-up bass play- 
er Greg Prior and will be joined by 
Edmonton’s Bobby Cairns on guitar. 

“A lot of the songs were done with 
big band on the CD, but they'll translate 
well for the trio,” she said. 

Harrington has played saxophone 
since her junior high days in Nova 
Scotia, but most of that was in the clas- 
sical vein. She earned a degree in musi- 
cal education from Acadia University 
then, in 1988, bought a return flight to 
visit her brother in Calgary.

“I had a suitcase, my saxophone and 
a camera bag,” she recalled. But she 
ended up selling the return portion of 
her ticket and hooking up with a saxo- 
phone quartet called the Swinging 
Bovines. They did mostly classical 
music, but turned to jazz when they 
realized there was money to be made 
playing local clubs. 

The change rekindled in Harrington 
an interest in jazz, initially sparked by 
Paul Desmond, Dave Brubeck’s sax 
player. She heard his music when she 
was in Grade 11 and had since also 
come to love the music of vocalists like 
Billie Holiday, Eartha Kitt and Ella 
Fitzgerald. She left Swinging Bovines, 
with the urge to sing jazz. 

“I played a lot of the melodies on my 
horn anyway and I just thought it 
would be interesting to sing the tunes.” 

Somewhat Jazz contains a good 
number of standards, including Fever, 
I've Got a Crush on You, Honeysuckle 
Rose and Ev’ry Time We Say Goodbye. 
There’s also a cover of A-Tisket A- 
Tasket, the song Fitzgerald recorded as 
a teenager to kick-start her career. It 
holds a special charm for Harrington 
because it was recorded for Somewhat 
Jazz the same week Fitzgerald died. 

There’s also one original tune, 
Dancing With You, written by Glen 
Halls. Halls was living in Calgary until 
very recently when he moved to 
Toronto to teach jazz composition at 
York University.

Stoppard, 
whose most famous play is the high- 
ly successful Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern Are Dead, again pre- 
sents audiences with an impressive 
reworking of literary history, this 
time turning his attention towards 
the Romantic period rather than the 
Renaissance. 

Arcadia travels back and forth 
between the lives of the Coverly 
family in 1809 and a contemporary 
academic debate about their 
Derbyshire estate and the clues it 
contains in the mystery of Lord 
Byron’s alleged murder of the 
crazy poet Chater in Hyde Park. 
The audience witnesses two mod- 
ern historians, Bernard and 
Hannah (Leo Vernik and Tara 
Hughes) attempting to recreate the 
mystery. But as Hughes explains,

erwise richly morbid production. 

The setup is beautiful; the room, 
draped in deathly décor by design- 
er Bretta Gerecke, the food, (cof- 
fin-shaped sandwiches, embalmed 
cherry tomatoes, rigor mortis bis- 
cuits) and the stories, each entic- 
ing, each with its own strangely 
grotesque twist. But somehow it 
lacks the power to impart anything 
other than mild interest in one per- 
son's bizarre journey through life 
and into the afterlife. 

When the play ends, with Lum- 
iere’s self-imposed demise, green

Romeo & Juliet 

Starring Leonard di Caprio and 
Claire Danes. Directed by Baz 
Lurhmann. 


his new Romeo & Juliet is 
everything director Baz Lurh- 
mann wanted it to be: violent, sexy, 
modern and, at times, beautiful. It’s 
also, at fimes, a spectacular failure. 
Luhrmann’s Romeo & Juliet is 
aimed at the attention-deficit 
crowd. Much of Shakespeare’s 
tricky iambic pentameter has been 
replaced with a throbbing sound- 
track. Comic characters become 
victims of sitcom-style direction 
and the feud between the Montag- 
ues and the Capulets becomes out- 
and-out gang warfare. 
Romeo’s crew is a cadre of gun- 


toting street bullies. Tybalt and the 
Capulets’ are a cigarillo-smoking, 
gang of America’s Most Wanted. 
Lurhmann sets the tone in the 
opening scuffle between the 
Capulets and the Montagues. He 
does everything to get in the way 
of the action. He speeds up the 
film, angles the camera in odd 
directions, makes the actors peri- 
odically hiss their lines. It’s a good 
idea gotten way out of hand, 
because, if the families are laugh- 
able, as they are here, it’s difficult 
to feel the tragedy of their losses. 
This film was lost for me until 
the Capulet’s party (a noisy Bac- 
chanal, complete with Lady Capu- 
let dressed as Cleopatra and Lord 
Capulet dressed as Caesar). There, 
in the middle of it, is a perfect 
scene. When the lovers meet on 
either side of an aquarium of fish 
Lurhmann captures exactly the
